wave of his fist, William Flinn, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., denied before the sea 
atorlal cam paign mud 
investigating 
com m ittee S enator P enrose’s assertion 
that Fliuu had tried to buy his way 
into the senate as successor to the late 
Senator Quay. 
Flinn also flatly denied that 
he had 
sought the 
aid of Standard Oil to 
m ake him the successor of Quay in 
th* United States senate, aud asserted 
th a t the telegram recently produced 
by Senator Penrose find been sent by 
J. Q. Splain, who, Flinn said, signed- 
Flinn s nam e without bis knowledge 
or consent. 
P rior to this Flinn had given 
the 
am ount u t 
his contribution 
to the 
Roosevelt cam paign fund in Pennsyl­ 
vania as $102,UUO, and said this was 
about 9U per cent of the total used in 
th a t state. He said about $28,UUU was 
used in P ittsburgh. His second state 
merit was that his expenditures to­ 
taled $144,308.29, of which about $10U,- 
OOO was directly 
in the inierest of 
Roosevelt. He said be had personally- 
contributed at least So or UU per cent 
of all the money spent for Roosevelt 
In Pennsylvania.

Flinn said Ins connection with the 
presidential cam paign in 19o4 was bin­ 
ned to ins activities In Roosevelt’s 
frvor in Pennsylvania.
